Advocates. Study , Of Oi)- 
pouents' Points For 
Rebuttal 

"Debating has been cominc to the 
fore -during the past five or six years, 
and the reason Is not difficult to find. 
It Is'lnterestlhg In itself, it encour- 
ages the free dLscu-sslon of important 
problems and current events, and it Is 
n very excellent training for those 
who. aspire to bo public speakers," said 
Mr. J. A. Kdmison In speaking before 
the white-collar unemployed yesterday 
at 4.00 p.m. in Strathcona Hall. 

After prefacing his remarks, Mr. 
Edmison went on to outline the points 
which go to make up a good debate. 
Firstly, the prime requisites in the 
arran^eihcnt of a debate, such . as 
drafting of resolutions, numben of 
speakers, speaking time of each de- 
bater, method of Judglnp, and voting 
procedure, were polntecl' out. 

Positive Résolutions ' 

Resolutions , said Mr. Edmison, 
should always be drafted in the af- 
firmative. Such words as "not" ought 
never to be used in the resolution. 
"There should be ' four speakers, and 
the first speaker for the affirmative 
should, according to convention, be the 
leader of his side. In a similar man- 
ner the last speaker, for theznegatlve 
should.be the leader of his side.. 

The Judging of a debate should be 
done on the basis of a hundred points. 
Fifty points to be given for delivery, 
and fifty for the material and its 
al-rangement in the débate. When the

■frrrLER'S accession to the Chancellorship Is not 
" a bolt Irom the blue; it is merely the summation 
of political .hisBllng and manosuvrlng which began 
last summer when the Fascist party first rsachsc 
the psak ot Its power. It can really ba said that 
Hindcnburg was merely preparins the background 
during the time, tliat he kept the fiery brand of 
Geyman politics from the position to which the 
Oerman electorate voted him. 

Let us foUow the details, and cxamUw Uw real 
extent of Hltler'S; powers at the prcssnt time. 

After the summer elections, it was obvious that 
It was only a matter of time' until Hitler would be 
called to the chanceUorsUip. In a miniature coup 
(J'olat, the control of the Prussian police, number- 
ing 90.000,-wa3 brought under tiie CJerihah govern- 
ment. This Is the largest single' military organl- 
ssation In Germitpy. At first, the suspicion arose 
that this strength-would hé pitted against the Fas- 
cist party, but subsequent! facts belled this. 

In the meantime therej was the'' political :ug8Ung 
8t Hlndenburg, who in vain tried to stave off the 
inevitable. First one, theh another of the political 
giants was asked to take rontrol, but none could 
successfuUy ward off the pressure of tho parlia- 
mentary strength of the Hitlerites. All this time 
Hitler was going about the .country promising his 
supporters that he would .take ."all or nothing"; he 
persisted in his vitriolic ! attacks. .çn.-,the; , govern- 
ment, on foreign countries, and on .'the scheme of 
society as It exists In Germany. He was a revolu- 
tionist in words, even if he lacked tho courage to 
use 'arms in tlie achievement of his ambitions. By 
his tactics he antagonized. European statesmen, who 
coupled his name with the repudiation of the 
covenants of the Treaty of VersaUles, and with the 
cessation of the payments of Germany's external 
debts. It must bs remembered that last su^imer 
the world was not in the! niopd to, listen to such talk 
on the debt situation, 'si^celthey were stUl coddled 
by the sentiment of the ljoover Moratorium. 

In the meantime, at Lausanne, Eurot» offered 
a. settlement of the Germany's war debts at 3,000 
million Relclismarks, payable at 180 million Reich- 
marks A year. This figure was very low, the total 
sum being slightly more than one single payment 
under the original Dawes Plan. The ratification of 
th|s settlement was left uptU after the elections In 
the United States, to enable Europe to .seek .çquiyal' 
ént ternis from the creditor nation;; -■y^i ^ 

Hlndenburg must haVo reaUzed tha,t..wlth, tlery 
Hitler in ppwer, the plan would be Jeopardized, end 
hfl did his utmost to keep him away from power. He 
proposed to do his best to get 'for Germany the hon 
Durable settlement of Laussane. He pad little fear 
of military tactics pn, tho'parb"of the Fascists, since 
he had ap org y>lag^^ |py and the Prussian police 
f oi*ce tib back tmf^^^'- 

. Von Papen and. von. Schleicher In turn tried to 
continue Hlndenburg'a,'pbllclea''^ agalnsl^ a hostile 
Relch4tàg. Time was gained to see the reception 
of thé Lausanne agreements in the White House, 
and time was wwklng to shatter the unity of the 
FascUt pai-ty. 

In December thw'e , was a secession from the 
party. ^Tha compromise element was tired of the 
antics of Hitler, who still persisted In "all or noth- 
ing." Hlndenburg of fere^ • the Ohancellorship to 
Hitler, who refused beoaUAi of th'e rêstriotions'.whlch 
the president wanted to place on the office. Hitler 
was still fiery, and showed no notions of compromise. 

In the last session of the Reichstag before 
Ohristmas, there -was proposal to amend ^the cipn- 
stUution of the Rtipubllc, altering -th c^iiCTajte) 
oeseion to thé presidency In thel^ewBefOTfroe'acatfi' 
of the 'président, Formerly the Chancellor took 
power, the proposal was to admit Uie Chief •Justice 
into the positjon, pending a new election. No 
actlpn-was taken onj this,: but it >yas obvious that 
the road, was being psivcd^ fqr"'iHltier, and unde- 
sirable elements, were being removed. 

But the Reichstag could not bo permanently 
thwarted. Hitler's plurality, though ' weakened, 
was still formidable; Hitler could not be excluded 
from Power.' ; • • ■ " ^- 

On Friday, the status quo was shattered. By 
an act of Fate, tho French Government fell on the 
same day. Previous to this, Roosevelt's sympathies 
Were analysed as not favouring the pacts at Laus* 
anhe; the dyke which Hfnden'bîirg*'ii'Sd eWô'Éèa'waa 
no longer necessary. Hitler ii^as tïïé"'only-ïnan who 
could possibly command a parliamentary majority, 
and Hitler achieved the . goal ot his ambitions. This 
time he was not hesitant. He Jettisoned his "aU 
or nothing" doctrine, and grabbed .what ho could. 
Kte^gW^ungry for- power, and half a loaf, he con- 
derea?''iviis better than none. 
. "ihc cabinet with which Hindcnburg burdened 
Hitler wUT aUojL l ittle action on the part' of the 
Chancelloi^P|^<|er Is nominally Chancellor, the 
strength Is -the 'cabinet which is hostile to him. Hit- 
ler will find it impossible to carry out any of his 
schemes for social or monetary reorganization. 

On the horizon Is the forthcoming nip-ahd-tuck 
game,' — with HUler attempting to consolidate his 
position in the caiilnet, .and the' cabinet trying to 
maintain Hitler as a mere figure-head, so. that they 
can carry out their own program behtad tho shield 
of a parl^mentary majority. ' /

audience votes on a resolution, the 
chairman should announce that . the 
vote is to be taken on the merit of' 
the debaters and not on the truth or 
fiiUacy of the resolution. Mr. Ed- 
mison also pointed out that the leader 
of the losing toam is the man to move 
a voté of thanks to tho Judges, and 
the leader of the winnlns team should 
aacond It. 

No Rcllelous References 
Continuing, his lecture, Mr. Edmison 
gave same|j|$^ advice to psople who 
would become successful debaters. His 
first warning was the one about using 
religiotis or i>iblical references in a de- 
bate. The bible has so 'in^ny interpré- 
tations put upon It that it h vei7 
hard to pick the right one unleM the 
speaker is 'debating before a group 
whose religious views are known. Sar- 
castic remarks about the opposite side 
are also bad polloy in a debate, as it 
alienates the audience. Another point 
which was stressed by Mr. Edmison, 
and which .seems to crop up in every 
debate, is the one about calling the op- 
ponents by their names. This Is a 
practice v.'liich should be very careful- 
ly avoided. 

Reading a speech is ^tso bad form, 
according to Mr. Bdinlson, as the 
Judges are not usually Inclined to 
favour the man who reads his speech. 
In addition, the debater should not 
take himself or thé debate too ser- 
iously, remembering that the oppon-» 
eht may be talking against his own 
convictions. Neither would a good dé' 
baler' take up too much time in as- 
sertlng that the other side has ndt 
provéd its point, unless he ôan sub- 
stantiate bjs statements. - 

Study Oppoiltion'a Points 
In plreparlng his spéech, a debater 
should study the points for the other 
side, and should compile his material 
in such a way as to get the better of 
his opponents, continued Mr. Edmison 
The points In tlie speech 9bOUld be 
l irst vtate^j and then elaborated upon, 
too Wich time should, however, not 
bo spent on one point in the debate, 
unless it be the mainstay of the speech 
Rebuttals should be short, concise 
and should sum up all the points 
brought forward by the aflirmatlve 
side during the course|^tfedebate. 
No hew material la ' w*opKrDUp;ht ,ih 
into the rebuttal, and the task of re 
butting is conventionally assigned to 
the leader of the -affirmative, although 
any other of the speakers may do it, 

In - concluding, Mr. Edmison stated 
that a , debater,; should. question 
thé' deci?ldn'or tiie i^^^ it was also 
announced that the debating society 
for the unemployed whlcli was launch- 
ed last week, has acquired a mem' 
bership of fifty at its first meeting.
